Little  was  arrested  for  the  kilKl^  of 
Matt  I'lawfc.rd. 

It  is  >ai(l  thi:t  Little,  in  eonT|>aiiy 
with  his  wife,  lyeut  to  the  'home  ot" 
Joe  Combs  Tuesday  uigkt  at  the 
hour  of  11  p.  m.  and  borrowed 
Combs'  Winehester  gun,  and  told 
Combs'  family  that  he  was  ijoiiii;  to 
Cisawford's  to  get  some  whiskey,  and 
aaid  that  if  Crawford  did  not  let  him 
have  the  whiskey  he  wmild  kill  liim. 

Sam  ("oinhs.  who  lives  near  the 
distillery  and  within  one  .Imndied 
y;;rds  of  the  door  of  the  builditifr 
where  Crawford  was  killed,  says  that 
he  "was  awakened  just  before  the 
killing  occurred,  and  that  he  saw  the 
parties  who  did  the  killing  and  that 
he  recognized  Little  as  the  man  who 
«op|miiitt«d;  the  erime. 

LUtle  was  aceompejiied  by  hia  wife 
and  when  Crawford  refused  to  let 
him  have  the  whiskey  be  flew  into  a 
rage  and  killed  Crawford. 

Crawford  was  found  Intii}:  near  the 
front  door  of  his  business  house  in  i 
his  nifjht  clothes,  with  several  bullet  j 
Wounds  in  his  bo<ly.    His  pistol  was| 
found  l\"ing  near  his  body  and  it  had 
been  shot  empty.    It  is  believed  that 
the  person  who  did  the  killing,  after 
Crawford  had  been  killed,  took  'his 
)>istol  and  shot  it  empty  and  then 
tihrew  it  down  near  the  body  to  leave 
the  iaspression  that  it  was  suicide  oi 
t^fpMiBre  h^d  be^i)  a  ^^eral  fight.

Matt  Crawford  was  one  of  lie  best 
bu.siness  men  in  this  county  ..nd  wa.- 
a  member  of  one  of  the  largest  and 
best  known  families  in  this  section 
o  fthe  State.  Excitement  over  the 
killing  is  great  and  it  is  impossible 
at  this  time  to  {Mredict  what  wiH  de- 
velop before  night

LATER — It  developed  on  the  in- 
quest before  the  coroner's  jury  that 

Charles  Little  is  the  right  man  ac- 
cused of  the  killing  of  Matt  Craw- 
ford, just  above  tow>i  Tu«'sday  ni^rht. 

Little  denies  it.  but  his  wife  imI- 
jjits  beiiiir  with  liiiii.  and  says  that 
her  husband  did  tlup  killiiii;.  Siie  say- 
that  theyl"jirent  there  after  whiskey, 
and  that  Crawford  refused  to  let  htr 
husband  have  the  whiskey  he  want- 
ed, but  gave  him  one  drink.  After 
that  she  aftys  they  became  involved 
in  a  quarrel  ovar  the  whiskey,  and 
and  that  her  husband  shot  and  killed 
Crawford. 

Little  was  stripped  and  examined 
and  it  was  found  that  he  was  shot 
through  the  tl'igh.  Little  has  nothing 
to  say.  He  does  not  attenii^t  to  say 
where  he  received  the  wound  in  hit- 
thigh. 

It  is  believed  now  that  Crawford 
fired  his  own  pistol  in  an  effort  t<^ 
save  his  life,  and  that  the  shot  took 
effect  in  Little's  thigh. 

Court  is  in  session  and  Judge  Red- 
wine  called  the  grand  jury  into  court 
at  an  early  hour  and  instructed  them 
and  placed  upon  tb«m  the  responsi- 
bility of  putting  a  stop  to  crime  in 
this  county.  He  told  them  to  delve 
into  the  facts  concerning  the  crimes 
that  have  been  committed  here  re 
centiv  and  ferret  out  the  facts  and 
make  indictments  and  return  them  in- 
to court  against  the  men  ^iiiity. 

In  his  instruction  to  the  grand  jui-> 
Judge  Rcdwine  took  occasion  to  say 
to  the  public  generally  that  therr 
xQust  be  no  attempt  by  any  one  to 
commit  violence  affftinst ,  any  person 
charged  with  the  crime,  and  he  said 
tAtat  ibe  would  suTH;>re8s  any  attempt 
of  that  kind  as  vigorously  as  it  was 
in  his  power  to  do.  He  urged  that 
the  law  be  enforced  strictly  and  said 
thnt  criminals  must  be  brought  to 
iustice.

NEW  YORK,  O^A.  aa.— Represent- 
ative in  Congress  Otto  G.  Foelker, 

the  man  who  was  earned  from  his 
sick  bed  into  the  State  Senate  cham- 
ber to  cast  till'  deciilin;^  vote  for  the 
anti-r;iciiig  bill-  urgeil  by  Governor 
Hughes,  took  the  staiul  as  a  witness 
Wednesday  and  told  the  Merritt  joint 
egislative  committee  the  detaiU  of 
nn  alleged  attempt  in  1908,  by  former 
State  Senator  FntHfe.Jw Gardner,  now 
under  arrest^  to  buy  hi^  Vote. 

Gardner' was  called  to  the  .stand, 
but  refused  to  testify.  Kidjert  Elder. 
First  Assistant  l)istriC|t  Attorney  of 
King's  County,  ref)eated  a  (•onver--a- 
tion  which  he  says  he  had  with  Grrd- 
ner  in  .Vlaroh  last  and  which  had  been 
referred  to  as  a  "confession." 

Mr.  KIder  did  not  vouch,  a-  of  his 
own  knowledge,  for  thu.  tnith  of  what 
he  re|>eated,  but  he  gave,  for  what 
it  might  be  worth,  iestimuny  that  in- 
volved more  nanes  ol  men  now  liv- 
]g  r.r.d  n^imcs  of  men  higher  in  social 
and^business  and  politieal'  Hfei,  coup- 
led with  the  distribution  of  higger 
sums  of  money  than  anythrngmjiel 
heard  in  either  the  AUds  ibearingl'Oi 
any  of  the  previous  sessions  of  the 
present  committee  of  imiuiry. 

The  narrative  created  a  sensation 
Briefly  it  toM  of  a  dinner  at  Delmon- 
ico's  of  prominent  men  friendly  to  the 
race  tracks;  of  .$500,000  subscribed 
to  a  corruption  fund;  of  the  distri-
